Sea Gull Century

The weekend of Saturday, Oct. 11 marked 
the 15th annual Sea

The all-day undertaking fea- 
tured a variety of riders from children to se- 
niors sporting the latest in colorful Spandex 
accessories. The bikes they rode were simi- 
larly diverse, and included trikes, reclining 
low riders and an occasional child-laden 
trailer in addition tothe standard racing de- 
signs. 

Friday opened the event with the “Friday 
Night Fever” disco party. Other optional bike 
rides offered during Sea Gull Century week-

museum on Friday and a trip to one 
of two popular local restaurants on 
Sunday. 

On display throughout the event 
was a collection of prints commis- 
sioned to rep- ‘ 
resent the Sea 
Gull Century 
over the past 
SIX years. 
Each features 
a distinctive 
bike from history painted against a vi- 
brant backdrop. This year’s print was ‘ 
based on an original oil painting by 
SU assistant art professor Jinchul 
Kim. The painting pictures a Van 
Cleve bicycle as made by the Wright 
brothers, in commemoration of the 
100th anniversary of their famous 
first flight. 

The Century was a success for both 
participants and students. “I think a 
lot of the people [riders] here are re- 
ally respectful of the college kids. 
Which is important since this is our 
campus and they are coming here,” 
said senior biology major Joy Jones. 
The respect went both ways. “I give every- 
one [riding today] props for continuing to 
bike in the rain,” said junior nursing major 
Kelly Montgomery. “I think it shows dedi- 
cation.” 

The proceeds from the Century went to help 
support a number of charities. Last year’s 
event raised $11,320 to benefit Habitat for 
Humanity.

In a recent meeting of the finance commit- 
tee of University System of Maryland Board 
of Regents an average tuition increase of 10 
percent was tentatively approved for Mary- 
land public universities. The committee 
passed fall 2004 tuition rates for all 11 insti- 
tutions, however final approval will take

place at the Oct. 17 meeting at Frostburg State 
University. 

The news of increasing tuition is 
unsurprisingly not well received by students 
at Salisbury University, who faced a 16 per- 
cent increase at the start of this semester and 
an 8 percent increase last semester mid-year. 

“T think it would be ridiculous considering 
how much it went up this year,” said sopho- 
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Nobel Peace Prize goes to Iranian activist 
Shirin Ebadi, Iran’s first female judge won 
the 2003 Nobel Peace Prize last week for her 
work fighting for democracy and human 
rights. She was the first Iranian and the first 
Muslim woman to win the award. The 56- 
year-old lawyer and human rights activist said 
she hoped the award would send a message 
to the Iranian government, which has been 
accused of pursuing a nuclear weapons pro- 
gram. Ebadi is the third Muslim to win the 
award, which is $1.3 million this year. 


Car bomb explodes in Central Baghdad 
On Sunday, Oct. 12, yet another explosion 
rocked Baghdad, this time killing at least 6 
and injuring as many as 50 Iraqi people, ac- 
cording to U.S. and hospital sources. The 
blast took place at a hotel housing both mem- 
bers of the Iraqi Governing Council and U.S. 
employees, leaving a giant crater in the as- 
phalt and knocking over a concrete security 
barrier. This was the second car bomb in Iraq 
in four days, after Thurday’s suicide bomb- 
ing at a Baghdad police station. 


Two U.S. soldiers killed, four wounded in 
Iraq ambush 

Two U.S. troopers were killed and four were 
hurt in an ambush in the same Baghdad 
neighborhood where a suicide car bomb had 
killed 13 people hours earlier. Up to two Ira- 
qis died and seven were wounded. Shiite 





Muslims denied there was an ambush, say- 
ing that the Americans shot first on fighters 
loyal to a radical Shiite cleric when the 
Americans approached the leader’s headquar- 
ters. According to Army officials, the Ameri- 
cans were attacked with guns, rocket-pro- 
pelled grenades and makeshift explosives 
after they left their vehicles. A spokesperson 
for the Army said that the U.S. military would 
continue to patrol the Shiite slum where the 
ambush happened. 


International Red Cross condemns U.S. 
treatment of military prisoners 

The International Committee of the Red 
Cross rebuked the prolonged detention of 
U.S. military prisoners without legal rights 
at Guantanamo Bay. The mental instability 
and attempted suicide that some detainees 
have exhibited indicate severe problems 
within the U.S.’s operation, the ICRC said. 
It blames the prisoners’ being held indefi- 
nitely without charges or legal council for the 
mental breakdown of some detainees. White 
House spokesman Scott McClellan rejected 
the criticism, saying that the prisoners are 
treated humanely. The ICRC stated that it has 
yet to see “any significant movement” from 
officials regarding its request that prisoners 
be treated in accordance to international con- 
ventions for prisoners of war. The organiza- 
tion has been appealing to the Bush adminis- 
tration for due process since the detention 
center was opened in early 2002.

Form letters sent to soldiers’ hometown 
newspapers 

In perhaps a response to the public’s grow- 
ing negative opinion against the war in Iraq, 
identical letters have begun to appear in news- 
papers across the country. According to a 
Gannett News Service search, identical let- 
ters were found in 11 different newspapers, 
all from different soldiers in the 2 Battalion 
of the 503" Airborne Infantry Regiment. The 
letter outlines the positive aspects of the war 
and the growing satisfaction of the soldiers’ 
with their accomplishments in Iraq. Six of 
the 11 soldiers were contacted by GNS, all 
of which denied writing the letter, while none- 
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theless agreeing with the message. 


China to go where man has gone before 
China announced last week that they would 
launch a man into outer space, a feat that has 
taken the past 10 years for the country to re- 
alize. The date is scheduled for this week 
“at a proper time”, as divulged by the Chi- 
nese government’s Xinhua News Agency. 
This launch, if accomplished successfully, 
will make China the third county to put a 
human into outer space, following the So- 
viet Union’s first in 1961, and the U.S a 
month later. The still-unidentified “taikonaut” 
and his vessel, the Shenzhou 5, will orbit the 
earth 14 times

more biology major Nikki Krause. 

Students from Frostburg appeared at the 
meeting with signs that read, “No more tu- 
ition hikes,” while students and representa- 
tives from the American Federation of State, 
County and Municipal Employees demon- 
strated by using a creative skit that denounced 
the actions of the University System of Mary- 
land, outside of Towson University. 

The increases slated for next year could 
be just the beginning for Maryland’s Public 
universities if Richard E. Hug, one of Gov. 
Ehrlich’s first appointments to the Board of 
regents has his way. According to the Wash-

ington Post, Hug, “Is urging his colleagues 
to consider raising tuition from an average 
of $4,400 to about $9,000 over the next five 
to Six years.” 

Although not overtly supported by the Gov- 
ernor or the Board of Regents, Hug’s recom- 
mendation of doubling the tuition is slowly 
being realized considering that past and fu- 
ture approved increases add up to an average 
of 30 percent. 

The University System of Maryland is al- 
ready among the 10 most expensive in the 
country. College Park’s current tuition and 
fees for in-state students, $6,759 is more ex- 
pensive than the higher academically ranked 


University of Virginia’s at $5,968. Salisbury 
University, ranked nationally as a best buy, 
could risk the loss of that merit if tuition in- 
creases to rise. 

Although the immediate decision is clearly 
out of the hands of the average student and 
taxpaying parent, it is important that a clear 
message be sent to the legislators who con- 
tinue to cut funding for higher education. In 
an interview, one of opposing Regents Jim 
Rosapepe, gives an apt description of the rea- 
son the tuition hikes and budget cuts seem 
gratuitous to most. 

“The governor and the Legislature simply 
have to make an investment in the future of 
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our state, an investment in higher education. 
That’s what we have to do, it’s totally afford- 
able. The idea that we can’t afford it is ri- 
diculous,” Rosapepe said (as qtd. in The Daily 
Times). 

His statement is echoed by the frustration 

shown by students at the prospect of rising 
tuition bills. 
“They put so much emphasis on how im- 
portant education is, then they cut our fund- 
ing, which causes schools to raise tuitions and 
then students end up dropping out because 
they can’t afford it,” said sophomore 
Contessa Crisotomo.

World-renowned bodybuilder/actor Arnold 
Schwarzeneggar, a Republican, won his most 
challenging role yet as California governor 
in the recall election held on Tuesday, Oct. 
7. Schwarzeneggar beat out 134 other can- 
didates in what many Americans perceived 
to be bad comedy posing as an election. It 
seemed a lot of these individuals were run- 
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Schwarzenagegar in his new look: The Bevd ator 
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ning for governor just to have some fun. Crit- 
ics say Schwarzeneggar won simply because 
he has the most name recognition. 

“I really think the recall was a joke,” said 
junior Tyler Patton, a political science ma- 
jor. “However, the process was the most 
democratic thing that could have happened. 
The recall is a great example of direct de- 
mocracy at work.” 

“T think the recall is one of the greatest ex- 
amples of modern democracy,” said 
senior Eric Colvin, president of the 
College Republicans. “The wide 
range of candidates shows that any- 
one can get involved in today’s gov- 
ernment.” 

As voters stepped into the booth, 
they had to do two things. First, they 
had to indicate whether or not they 
actually wanted to recall the incum- 
bent Democratic Gov. Gray Davis. 
fe Polls indicated that 55 percent of the 
~ “4voters said yes, which ultimately 
sealed Davis’ fate. 

', The second thing they had to do was 
'# pick a candidate to replace Davis. 
Whoever got the most votes would 
become the next governor. 
Schwarzeneggar came out ahead of

all the other candidates with 49 percent of 
the vote. Polls indicate that he beat his clos- 
est rival, Democratic Lt. Gov. Cruz 
Bustamante, by 17 percentage points. 

“As for Arnold’s victory,” added Colvin, 
“T think it will be a good thing for California. 
Davis was no longer performing effectively, 
and the people of California spoke. Arnold 
has inherited a very tough situation in Cali- 
fornia, with huge financial woes.” 

Davis had been reelected to a second term 
during the regular gubernational election 
back in 2002. However, voter turnout was 
said to be among the lowest in state history. 
Neither Davis nor his opponent seemed to 
make a favorable impression on the voters. 

Since then, Davis became increasingly un-

popular because of his handling of the en- 
ergy crisis and budget problems afflicting the 
state. Republican Congressman Darrell Issa 
invested more than $1 million of his own 
money to start a petition drive that would 
culminate in a recall election. Eventually, 
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this appeal gathered more than enough sig- 
natures required for legal standing. When 
the Election Day finally rolled around, 72

percent of the voters disapproved of Davis’ 
job performance. 

With so many responsibilities before him, 
Schwarzeneggar assured people that he 
would focus mainly on being governor and 
not moviemaking. 

“You've given me your trust by voting for 
me,” he said. “I will do everything I can to 
live up to that trust. I will not fail you.” 

There is still a lot of skepticism about 

Schwarzenegger as to whether or not he is 
up to the job. He is after all fairly new to 
politics. Yet Schwarzeneggar has clearly 
gained a lot of confidence with the energy he 
exudes. 
“Many people consider him a joke politi- 
cian,” said Colvin, “but I believe that he will 
surprise a lot of people and do a great job. It 
will not be easy, but with his strong will and 
hard work ethic, I think that he is up for the 
job. I wish him lots of luck.”

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Men are finally thinking with the “right head”

Finally there is a new development that al- 
lows men to control their reproductive po- 
tential. A new male contraceptive is being 
developed, which relies on MENT, a syn- 
thetic steroid that resembles testosterone. 
Men have a choice of either choosing to get 
an implant or use gel or a patch. 

The implant is placed under the skin of the 
upper arm where it is supposed to lower 
sperm count.

The second choice is transdermal gels and 
patches. They last seven days and are sup- 
posed to suppress steroid sex hormones. 
Ashley Altman, a senior at Salisbury, said she 
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feels that “it’s an awesome idea. There is no 
reason that women should be the only ones 
protected. Besides, men and women are both 
held accountable for a pregnancy, so they

As of now, a long-term miale contraceptive 
is expensive, but is believed to be favorable 
among many men, and will eventually be on 
the market in the near future. Rusty Wood, a 
Salisbury graduate, favors the new contra- 


. ceptive and said, “It’s a good idea and now I 


will no longer have to spend money on 
condoms.” 
In the meantime, many women will con- 
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tinue to take precautions using the pill. The 
birth control pill was introduced in the 1960's. 
The pill is a “synthetic hormones that mimic 
the way real estrogen and progestin work in 
a woman’s body. The pill prevents ovula- 
tion — no new eggs are released since her body 
is being tricked that she is pregnant,” accord- 
ing to Carl Djerassi, inventor of the modern 
oral contraceptive. 

Birth control for women hasn’t always been 
this easy. For years women took many pain- 
ful precautions in hope that they would not 
get pregnant. 


Contraceptive History Timeline: 


1550 BC: Women used Papyrus sheets as 
tampons made of seed wool and moistened 
with ground dates and honey. 


3,000 years ago: Animals were thought to 
have magical powers so women inserted el- 
ephant and crocodile dung in the vagina be- 
fore having sex. Or, women would strap amu- 
lets containing mules’ earwax and weasels’ 
testicles to a bone (from the right side of a 
black cat) and tie it to themselves. 


1700’s: Women used half of a lemon for a 
cervical oap-like device. 


1930’s: Women used a six-sided wooden 
block, called a pessary, as a barrier in the va- 
gina. Women were in severe pain every time 
they used it. Or, women would use olive oil, 
ginger and tobacco juice and smear it around 
the vagina. 


1960’s: Modern-day birth control was in- 
vented. 


Today, women can also have surgery during 
which their fallopian tubes are tied.

Review: “Kill Bill Vol. 1”

A lot of things are going to be said about 
Quentin Tarantino’s new film “Kill Bill Vol. 
|.” Some are going to call it just a violent 
waste. Others may comment that it is just a 
silly film with no substance or story. What 
good can be said about the first half of 


Tarantino’s new creation is that it is a mar- 
velously crafted piece of drama, exploitation 
and comedy that should be seen by anyone 
who truly considers himself a fan of movies. 

Tarantino wastes no time in getting the 
audience drawn in with an opening scene, 
which wonderfully sets up the rest of the film. 
The woman known as “The Bride,” played 
to perfection by Uma Thurman, is broken and 
bloody on a chapel floor, with the bodies of 
friends and loved ones strewn about. The 
voice of Bill (David Caradine) is overheard 
describing to her the true nature of what he 
is doing. The Bride reveals a shocking piece 
of information to Bill just as he completes 
his massacre, cueing the opening credits. 

The movie leaps forward with The Bride’s 
mission to kill all those involved with her 
wedding day disaster. As is another standard 
for Tarantino, he does not reveal this in the 
standard time constraints typically done in 
Hollywood. “Kill Bill” moves in and out of 
its timeline to build the tension and charac- 
ters within, and what wonderful characters 
they are. 

Whether on screen for 15 seconds or 15 
minutes, each player in “Kill Bill” has its own 
feel and depth. It is easy to grasp the an- 
guish which has overtaken The Bride and 
therefore easy to root for her as a protago- 
nist. Yet, Tarantino sets up her various nem- 
eses brilliantly. In an anime sequence cer- 
tain to catch some off guard, the tragic his- 
tory of O-Ren Ishi is revealed. The animated 
character, brought to life by Lucy Liu, who 
brings a level of intensity to O-Ren, makes 
her a convincing threat for the dangerous 
Bride. 

Another superb piece of the cast is the cult 
legend Sonny Chiba’s Hattori Hanzo. Chiba 
Steals each scene he is in, whether silently

ing about soap operas. There is a certain pres- 
ence that Chiba carries with him in “Kill Bill” 
which is able to help ground the film, despite 
the over the top nature, which may be quite 
the understatement. 

The violence in the picture is fast and 
bloody.

Moliére’s fast and furiously sexy seven- 
teenth century French comedy comes to SU 
for the first time as a main stage production.

Director Dr. Paul Pfeiffer described the play 
as a broad comedy that deals with lechery 
and deception.

“It is very sexual at some points, [for ex- 
ample| when “Tartuffe” is trying to seduce 
the wife of his host...we’ve played it a little 
fast and loose on that score, that’s why it says 
on the poster ‘An Adult comedy,’” said 
Pfeiffer. 

Junior transfer student Christopher Bramer 
plays the title role. “|The play] is going to be 
hilarious,” said Bramer.
